parently fertile after 10,000 years of cultivation—we dashed.

In the fields, camels and water buffaloes, 
looking like great gray cows, worked side by side plowing or opera- 
ting primative pumps. Sights on all sides were calculated to transport 
us into the realias of mystery and romance, save when the occasional 
and incongruous appearance of an American “flivver” 
to earth.
